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Nutrition is one of the most vital 
factors in our national defense 
Program, The important job be- 
fore scientists and dietitians is to 


educate the people as to what con- 
stitutes an adequate diet for maxi- 


mum efficiency. And the im- 
Portant job before the home- 
maker is to arply this knowledge 
to the three meals a day. 

Our food problem is quite dif- 
ferent from thet of other countries, 
Ample food is available. The need 
is to put the science of nutrition 
into practical usage, And let's hope 
that the lesson we learn about ba- 
lJancing the diet will be a permarent 
one. 

The ordinary diet has two com- 
mon faults—the over-consumption 
of sugar and the use of refined 
grains and flours. When these foods 
make up too large a part of the 
diet, not enough vitamins and min- 
erals can be included. In this case. 
even though you are giving your 
family plenty to eat, you are not 
Biving them adequate nutrition. 

Make sure that you give your 
family only whole grains. This ap- 
plies to both ready-to-eat cereals 
and those which must be cooked 
Buy the cereals which plainly state 
that they contain all of the wheat

This column does harp a let 
upen the need to burp the baby 
G@uring and after 1 feeding. The 
reason for this would be clearer te 
mothers if they would lic down 
flat on their backs immediately 
after eating. Shorily, they would 
feel themselves absolutely choked 
and yet unable to rid themselves 
of the air which cannot rise and 
be released until they change their 
position. 

This is what happens to the baby. 
He is bound to swallow some air 
during a feeding. Gas is one of the 
products of digestion. So inevitably 


there is going to be gas and air to 
belch and he isn't going to be able 
to manage this when he is lying 
down. If the gas cannot be bubbled 


out harmlessly, the air and = gas 
travel on into the intestines and 
later cause those sharp cramps 


which disturb baby’s sleep and cause 
his mother to say, “I'll bet it's colic!” 

Helping the baby to belch is ac- 
complished by changing his position, 
lifting him upright and patting his 
back gently and persistently until 
he accommodates us—and himself— 
by burping 

Mrs, D. C. asks a question which 
may not have occurred to many. “I 
do enjoy your articles so much 
Please tell me, for how long is it 
necessary to burp the baby? He is 
now two-months-old. Also, when the 
weather is really cold how long 
should he be kept outdoors? How 
cold before he can't go out at all?”
